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SUCCESSFUL PLAY 
BY LOCAL ARTISTS 


“Come Out of the Kitchen” Delights 
Large Audience—Dramatic Soclety 
Will Have Surplus 


The Red ‘Deer Dramatic Society pre- 
sented A. B. Thomas’ three-act com- 
edy, “Come Out of the Kitchen,” at 
the Rex Theatre, on Wednesday night 
last. There was a very good attend- 
ance—better than at the presentation 
of “Nothing But the Truth” last year 
—and everyone seemed more than 
satisfied with the evening’s entev- 
tainment. 

“Come Out of the Kitchen” is not as 
consistently good a play as the one 
put on by tthe Society last year. The 
presentation om Wednesday night wa3, 
however, better than that of last 
year’s actors. The cast appeared to 
know their lines better, and on the 
whole each artist entered better into 
the spirit of his or her {ndividual 
part. Probably, too, the parts assign- 
ed to each had been more carefully 
scrutinized as to their suitability for 
the person taking them.

The plot deals with an attempt by 
the Dangerfield children to finance 
themselves and to help their fmpover- 
ished parents who, so the audience 
are informed, are in Europe, where 
the father is undergoing 2 serious 
operation in an effort to save his life 
and regain hfs health. Olivia, the 
leading character in the play, and the 
oldest child, suggests renting the 
mansion in the south to a New York 
millionaire. Randolph Weeks, a real 
estate agent and family friend, ar- 
ranges to lease it to Burton Crane for 
$5,000.00 but the latter insists that 
no black servants be around. Weeks 
gets four white servants promised, 
but they refuge to come at the last 
moment, and rather than lose the 
money the four Dangerfield children 
decide to masquerade as the servants. 
Olivia takes on henself the task of 
cook. Elizabeth becomes a maid, 
Paul a butler and Charlie a boy of all 
work. 

Crane arrives with his guests. Mrs. 
Faulkner turns out to be a bad-tem- 
pered, bad-mannered old lady, her 
daughter Cora a charming modern girl 
who does not agree with her mother’s 
views or selection of suitors. Tucker 
is a brother of Mrs. Faulkner and has 
all her failings. Crane himself is a 
smart, business-like Yankee. In the 
second act Lefferts, who is in love 
with Cora, arrives, and is invited ‘by 
Crane to remain. 

There is a boundless amount of 
good clean comedy as the pretended 
servants try to keep up their parts, 
while the aggravations of Mrs. 
Faulkner and Tucker and their own 
natural southern pride make their 
inclinations the exact opposite. The 
comedy is added to by the sporadic 
appearances of Amanda. It is soon 
apparent that Crane suspects the 
identity of the servants He falls in 
love with Olivia, as does Tucker, much 
to the disgust of Weeks, who has 
been her ‘suitor. Gradually the ser- 
vants are dismissed. Bess has a 
fiery temper and is the first to go, 
then Brindy insults Tucker and is 
ordered out. He remains in disguise, 
aided by Smithfield, but is discovered 
and Smithfield is also fired. Only 
Olivia, or Jane Ellen as she is known 
to the northerners, remains, and she

takes upon herself the combined 
duties of ‘the others. Meanwhile the 
appearance of Lefferts has caused 


Mrs. Faulkner to depart in a huff, 
taking Cora with her. The last act 
consists of a dinner scene, at which 
Crane is entertaining Tucker, Weeks 
and Lefferts. Jane Ellen acts as cook. 
and butler. After an amusing scene 
in which Crane, who is now c#rtain of 
the identity of Jane Ellen, tangics up 
Weeks, the guests depart, and the 
play ends after Crane has expressed 
his love for Olivia, and the audience 
have been satisfied that it is recip- 
rocated. 

The players all took their parts 
creditably, and it would be unjust to 
pick any individual out for special 
commendation. Miss Irving had the 
biggest part to play. She presented 
the dual part im very fine style, and 
the Irish brogue which she adopted 
as part of her cook’s equipment never 
got her into difficulties. 

Miss Etta Smith fitted perfectly in- 
to the part of Bess, so admirably in 
fact that the audience rather forgot 
she was acting and was disappointed 
that she didn’t hit someone with the 
flat fron. 

Bruce Springbett and Halley Gaetz 
as Paul and Charlie Dangerfield were 
newcomers to the Society, but are 
graduates of the High School Lit. 
They handled their parts without re- 
straint and were much appreciated by 
the audience. To Bruce, as butler, 
fell quite a share of the presentation 
of the lighter comedy, and he handled 
it splendidly. 

Miss Ebert had a difficult part to 
handle as the black mammy, and not 
entirely a pleasant part. But it 
would have been a mistake to have 
paid less attention to the part or to 
have given it to one of lesser acting 
ability or one with poorer powers of 
elocution. Her appearance was al- 
ways welcomed and her acting was 
splendid. One of the really good parts 
of the play was the scene when 
Olivia broke down from worry and 
work and Mandy held her in her 
prms and rocked her, It is a credit

H. G. Scott took the part of Lefferts, 
the statistical poet. Why statistical 
we were not able to discover. He 
should have been called an oratorical 
poet or even hysterical poet after he 
was discovered by ‘Mrs. Falkner hid- 
ing with Mandy in the cupboard. (His 
part was well handled, especially the 
more emotional parts. But strictly on 
the side, that thing in his hand looked 
suspiciously like a cork-screw. 

Miss: McDuff had an unpleasant part 
to portray—a part exactly opposite 
to her own nature. That she handled 
it so well as to arouse the antagonism 
of the audience is a credit to her abil- 
ity as an actress. 

Miss Gertie Smith had only a small 
speaking part in the play, but her in- 
terpretation of a dutiful daughter in- 
clined not to be 50, and occasionally 
following her inclinations, was en- 
tirely good. 

Rey. Gerald McComas had the prin- 
cipal part among the male actors. 
That his winning of the heroine was 
not favored by all the audience was 
no fault of his acting but rather of the 
playwright. His part was probably 
the most difficult of portrayal among 
the men at least, as Crane’s character 
was more colorless than the others. 
Hic acting was good and his enunci- 
ation even better. 

W. F. Harris carried off splendidly 
the part of a pompous lawyer who 
was also a glutton. On his shoulders 
fell to a great extent the task of pre- 
venting the dinner scene from _ be- 
coming too staid and tiresome. 

C. D. Locke made his first appear- 
ance before a Red Deer audience. He 
acquitted himself handsomely, and 
will be in demand for future presen- 
tations by the Society. 

The Society are indebted to the 
Misses Robson and Mitchell for assis- 
tance in make-up and decorations, to 
Mrs. Holt, F. Callender, L. Searancke, 
and others, who so freely gave of 
their time and talents, and to the 
audience, which was so kind in its 
appreciation. 

It is the feeling of those who enjoy- 
ed the play that once a year is not 
oftem enough for the Society to put 
ona play. Their next effort will be 
watched for with eagerness,

THE CITY COUNCIL 


There was a full attendance at the 
regular meeting of the City Council 
on Monday night. Nothing of startling 
nature was introduced, but a consid- 
erable amount of correspondence and 
routine business was disposed of. 


Correspondence 


A request from A. McKim Co., ad- 
vertising agents, for information of 
the city and district was referred to 
Commissioner Stephenson for reply. 

The students of St. Joseph Convent 
wrote thanking the Council and the 
Rotary Club for bringing them down 
to the playground opening and for 
the permission given them to use the 
grounds when they desired. 

W. F. Harris called attention to a 
bad hole in the walk on bth St. 
North. The Commissioner had re- 
plied, thanking him for the informa- 
tion and advising that the walk would 
‘tbe repaired. 

The request of the Board of Trade 
Sports Committee, by its chairman, J. 
C. Brazier, for the use of the Fair 
grounds on July 1st, was granted, sub- 
ject to the usual requirements as to 
keeping it im repair. 

The request of the Cricket Club, as 
contained in a letter from A. M. Fil- 
mer, Secretany, for the use of the 
grounds west of the CLP.R. tracks, 
was granted. 

Small plots of land owned by tthe 
city were leased to IM. Card & Son 
and to M. Reidy at the prices they 
tendered. 

The Council of the Village of North 
Red ‘Deer wrote with respect to Lots 
6 to 10, Block 29, Plan 7604-S. Taxes 
were owing on these lots since 1921 
when they had been sold to a party 
who had never taken title. The 
equitable owner was prepared to take 
title and pay this year’s taxes if the 
arrears were struck off. The city is 
only interested in the school taxes 
which amount to about $12.00 peryear. 
The matter was dJaid over to next 
meeting. 

The Board of Public Utilities wrote 
in connection with several subdivision 
cancellations. The procedure hasbeen 
changed, and the Board advised 
that the Public Utilities Act mow 
governed all cases. Commissioner 
‘Stephenson was authorized to proceed 
under the new regulations. 

The Honticultural Society wrote 
suggesting that Station Park be fixed 
up. The Aldermen agreed that the 
Park should be fixed, but felt that 
not much money could be spent on it. 
The matter will be gone tnto more 
fully. 

In reply to an inquiry made by the 
Secretary, the Board of Public Util- 
ities advised that there was no reason 
why the city should not purchase 
Series A2 Treasuny Bills. The city 
‘are now required to keep a_ sinking 
fund for the purpose and if they 
could purchase the bonds reasonably 
it would quite a saving of interest. 

The Commissioner read the report 
on sidewalks which had been laid over 
from the previous Council meeting, 
and after some dicsussion on the 


other tax for cinder walks, the report 
was adopted as presented. 


The Commisisonere’ Report 


1. ‘We recommend that the balance 
of the proceeds of the hospital deben- 
tures ($3778.00) be credited to the 
Treasuny Bill Trust account. This 
will bring the balance in this ac- 
count to $8,004/71 at this date. 

2. We recommend that we be auth- 
orized to purchase Series A2 treasury 
‘bills of the city at any time we can 
secure them for par or less to the 
amount of the balance in the treasury 
bill trust account. By doing this we 
will make a saving of 3% on the inter- 
est account and will be reducing our 
debt. . 

3. R. B. Owens, Provincial Sanitary 
Engineer, was in town last week con- 
sulting with City Engineer Dawe re- 
garding the 5th Street sewer, Tenders 
have been called for the work up to 
May 15th. It has been arranged, sub- 
ject to your approval, to have the 
city order the pipe and have the ac- 
count sent direct to the government 
department and to have the depart- 
ment pay for the work on progress 
certificates. 

4. Sample of city water has been 
sent to Edmonton for analysis as is 
done every spring. 

5. We purpose having the station 
park cleaned up at once, the foun 
tain repaired temporarily and the 
cemetery levelled and cleaned up. 

6. We have inspected the new 
bridge on Kingsmill Avenue extension 
and recommend thatthe fills be made 
on each side of the bridge and the 
road graded at once so the bridge 
can be opened for traffic, the rip rap 
on the sides of the abutments can be 
made later. 

7. We have inspected some of ‘the 
old plank walks and find them in very 
bad condition and many of them ‘be- 
yond repair. Those on which the 
most traffic is, we belleve, should be 
replaced first, and we recommend 
that the following be commenced, cin- 
der walks to be built: 

On lst Avenue Fast, East side, from 
Ross Street to 2nd Street North, using 
plank where the walk is high T aong 
the court house building.

A WALKING BARROOM 


Mrs. Joseph Kumtinan, aged 36 
years, was arrested last week in Chi- 
cago.

The Philadelphia American Philo-} 


sophical Society heard on April 24 a 
paper by Dr. I. Minis Hays, of Phila- 
delphia, om the authorship of the 
anonymous pamphlet published in 
London in 1760 entitled “The Interest 
of Great Britain Considered With Re- 
gard to Her Colonfes.” Dr, Hays 
produced a mass of evidence to prove 
that Franklin was the.sole author of 
the anonymous pamphlet. The pam- 
phlet was one of great historica) im- 
portance. It has been credited with 
persuading the British Ministry to 
hold on to Canada after taking it from 
France with the aid of the colonists 
in the Seven Years’ War. Many Brit- 
ish statesmen were in favor of giving 
Canada back to France. One argu- 
ment was that to attempt to colonize 
it would be to drain England of sub- 
jects. Another ‘was that Canada’s re- 
tention by England would cause a 
great European coalition against 
England. A third was that the troops 
policing Canada ought to tbe called 
home to strengthen England’s mili- 
tary position in Europe. These argu- 
ments were ably dealt with and the 
future of Canada accurately prophe- 
sied in the pamphlet. One of the 
striking things about the pamphlet is 
that, in penning it, Franklin, who 
later became the {dol of France and 
a Dugbear of England, was instrumen- 
tal in causing the loss of Canada to 
France and in laying down the policy 
which produced England's great colo- 
nial empire. In this pamphlet Frank- 
lin urged that the future of Great 
Britain lay in sea power, and gave a 
correct picture of the growth of the 
Empire.

WOULD PROTEST 


AGAINST OLEC} 


To the Editor of The News: 

Dear Sir: 

In the Advocate of the 2nd inst. Mr. 
Olsen replies to Mr. A. C. Johnstone 
re oleomargarine. Oleo, we must ad- 
mit, is one of the most stupendous pro- 
blems placed before any government. 
Notwithstanding this fact Mr. Olsen 
finds it necessary to take exception to 
statements made by Mr. Johnstone, I 
think this'is a most unfair stand to 
take. Should Mr. Olsen feel inclined 
to foster the admittance of oleo, many 
would be very glad to get data dealing 
with the commodity in detail, and not 


‘| in partial generality. As it is, I wish 


to make reply to Mr, Olsen’s communi- 
cation. 

He takes exception to the assertion 
that, “oleo is an unhealthy, unnutri- 
tious and cheap substitute for genuine 
wholesome, nutritious butter.” He 
does not prove that these statements 
are false or even dubious. Oleo could 
be unhealthy, unnutritious,and a cheap 
substitute and yet be toned up to be 
palatable. 

Mr. Olsen states, “The butter made 
from the milk of cows may be all right 

thousands of cows have tuber- 
culosis.” This is quite natural. But- 
ter may be good bad or indifferent, but 
why single out butter as a specific 
commodity; does this not apply with 
equal force to oleomargarine? We un- 
derstand that oleo is manufactured 
from the fats of livestock, “God knows 
what else.” Is it not probable that an 
animal infected with tuberculosis 
would be contaminated throughout its 
whole system and thusly expose the 
oleo consumer in the same degree as 
butter? 

As to the statement, “that oleo is 
used by many in preference to the 
more doubtful stuff that may contain 
all kinds of germs.” This holds the 
same inconsistent theme. The _ tables 
can Hkewilse be reversed. Many use 
butter which, when pure, cannot be 
substituted by man in preference to 
cheaper and more doubtful stuff that. 
may contain all kinds of germs and 
less nutrition. 

The dairy industry of Canada has 
been developed only by perseverance 
and the development has sstill to be 
continued. Today the dairy, as other 
industries, is suffering from the effects 
of the existing turmoil. Nevertheless, 
steps are being taken in this district 
as in others, to elevate the industry by 
co-operation and pool organization. It 
has already been proven that under 
this system the marketing problems 
will be greatly facilitated, Under the 
same system the manufacturing can 
be centralized thereby making a sav- 
ing through volume, eliminating many 
semi-skilled employees and supporting 
the necessary fully skilled. All edible 
commodities are subjected to the pro- 
ficiency of the manufacturer. This is 
one of the many obstacles of the uni- 
versal No. 1 dairy commodity, “the 
semi-skilled, placed in the fully-skilled 
position, producing No. 2 quality.” 
However, even while these great pro- 
blems are being solved and the quality 
of the butter being from time to time 
improved and made more sanitary in 
every phase from cow to consumer, we 
have this new and more drastic enemy 
to confront on a plea that will not 
stand criticism but has to make entry 
into our vast domain through the back 
door. 

Should oleo gain admittance the 
dairy industry of Canada might well 
be regarded as being hopelessly invol- 
ved in a battle for existence. That 
consequently will retard its develop- 
ment or improvement, and be the 
cause of many losing the vocation 
yielding their livelihood. 

As for legislation barring this art- 
icle being a stumbling block in the 
path of reduced cost of living, this will 
rest quite naturally on the merits of 
both, virtually a protein test. How- 
ever, there are many who disregard 
the verdict of science and take of this 
or that from a financial economical 
view only, even to greater cost ulti- 
mately. ‘These are the ones that have 
to be protected—This is humanity.”

DIVIDED COUNSELS 


The following article taken from the 
London Times, bearing on conditions 
in the West, as seen through other 
eyes, may ‘be of interest to readers 
of. The News. 

The grain growers of the three 
Middle ‘Western Provinces have had 
their annual conventions and substan- 
tially reaffirmed their devotion to the 
principles which constitute the agrar- 
ian policy. There is, however, a mani- 
fest slackening in their zeal for direct 
political action and a great loss of 
members is admitted. | 

According to the figures presented 
at the Convention of the United Far- 
mers of Manitoba, the membership 
fell during the year from 16,000 to 
6,000. In 1922, there were 76 women 
sections ‘with an average membership 
of 18, as against 41 such sections in 
1923, with an average membership of 
14. Of the 102 local councils which 
admit both men and women, the wom- 
en members in 1922 numbered 968, 
while in 1923 in 71 “mixed locals” 
there were only 591 women. Three 
or four years ago the United Farmers 
of Alberta had a membership of 
39,000. At the Annual Convention 
just held at Edmonton a total mem- 
‘bership of 14,000 was reported. In 
November the total was only 11,726, 
but a “drive” to increase the member- 
ship before the Convention ‘brought 
the figures up to 14,000. The United 
Farm Women of Alberta number 
2,142, as compared with 2,938 a year 
ago, while the number of women’s 
councils ‘has dropped from 332 to 263. 
In Saskatchewan during the last 12 
months, the membership of the Grain 
Growers’ Association has fallen from 
19,171 to 15,661. 

It is possible to attach too much 
importance to these figures, and yet 
‘beyond any question the Progressives 
(or Farmers’ Party) are far less for- 
midable as a political organization 
than they were a few years ago, In 
the Atlantic Provinces mo Farmers’ 
political party remains. The attempt 
to create such a party in Quebec has 
been abandoned. There are 19 Pro- 
gressive members in the Legislature 
of Ontario, ‘where a Farmer-Labour 
Coalition held office a year ago, but 
the group is disunited and for many 
weeks was unable to find a leader. 
In ‘short, as a national party the Pro- 
gressives have ceased to. exist, 
although they still contro) two West- 
ern Legislatures and constitute the 
second group in the House of Com- 
mons. Bven in Saskatchewan the ad- 
vocates of political action have sus- 
tained a decisive defeat. 

A year ago the Grain Growers’ Con- 
vention decided in favor of separate 
action in Provincial elections, This 
year the decision was reversed, and 
the reversal is significant in view of 
the fact that within a few months the 
Dunning Government must appeal. to 
the constituencies. iMr. Dunning, the 
(Provincial ‘Premier, was one of the 
leaders of the organized Grain Grow- 
ers before he took office, but he has 
fbeen a Liberal ever since he aame 
from Canada to England, and his Gov- 
ernment is Liberal, although it is in 
general sympathy with the platform 
of the Grain Growers. 

TOWARDS COMMON ACTION 


It is believed that there is a close 
understanding between Mr. Dunning 
and Mr. Crerar, former leader of the 
Progressives in the House of Com- 
mons, for whom there is a place in 
the Federal Cabinet whenever he can 
-be induced to accept it. There is a 
place also for Mr. Dunning, and he is 
likely to go to Ottawa if he is success- 
iful in the Provincial General Blection 
and if the King Government survives. 
Both Mr. Crerar and Mr. Dunning are 
strong advocates of cooperation 
among farmers for production and 
marketing, but probably if they made 
open confession they would agree that 
these objects are not furthered by the 
attempt to secure common support for 
a political platform which covers 
social, national, Imperial and other 
questions upon which all classes di. 

| vide, as well as the economic prob- 
‘lems upon which farmers naturally 
unite. 

The leader of the extreme politiral 
element among the Grain Growers is 
Mr. 'H. W. Wood, of Alberta. He pro- 
fesses to believe in class grouping in 
politics and in political action as the 
essential condition of successful agri- 

'cultural cooperation. Comparatively, 
‘he has held his ground in Alberta, 
but his teaching has less and less ac- 
ceptance in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and hte older provinces. A:t the ‘Con- 
vention of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta at Edmonton at the end of Jan- 
uary, he was the dominant figure, as 
he had been at many previous con- 
ventions. But towards most of the 
questions which came before the Con- 
vention his attitude was cautious and 
conservative. The proposal to estab- 
lish a Provinclal Bank of Alberta was 
rejected decisively, while not a score 
out of 500 delegates were found to 
support resolutions {n favour of the 
secession of the West from older Can- 
ada and the organization of a new 
British State by the Prairie Provin- 
ces. 

ALBERTA WHEAT POOL 

A writer in the Winmipeg Free 
Press—al'ways favorable to the Grain 
Growers—who attended the Edmon- 
ton Convention, declares that ‘so 
much of the political future of the 
United Farmers has been wrapped up 
in the economic future of the Alberta 
wheat pool that it is that scheme more 
than the present actual membership 
of the parent organization which must 
determine the existence of the Far- 
mer Provincial movement in Alberta.” 
It was recognized at the Convention 
that if the pool should fail all would 
fail. But if the pool succeeds, the 
30,000 farmers who now give it sup- 
port in Alberta will continue to do so. 
Support will also be secured from 
farmers who have thus far held aloof, 
and pools after the Alberta pattern 
will be established in the other West-

INTERCOURSE OF 
OVER 900 YEARS 


Proof of the intercourse existing 
between the British Isles and Norway 
900 years ago is contained in two in- 
teresting archaeological discoveries 
just made on the Bukn Islands, situ- 
ated in the Fjord of Bukn, about twen- 
ty miles north-west of Stavanger, Nor- 
way, according to advices at Wash- 
The first dis- 
covery, which was made by two labor- 
ers at a place known as Joseng Farm, 
in west Bukn Island, consists of about 
320 coins. Approximately 160 of 
these are of Anglo-Saxon origin, and 
with one exception were minted dur- 
ing the reign of Aethelred II., “The 
Unready,” A.D. 975-1013. Six copies 
are somewhat crude copies of the 
Aethelred coins, and one belongs to 
the reign of his father, Edgar, A.D. 
959-975. 

The second discovery was that of a 
magnificent golden buckle about three 
inches in diameter which was turned 
up in the soil on the Nedrebo farm, 
on East Bukn Island, at nearly the 
same time that the Joseng coins were 
found. The buckle is in three sec- 
tions. The upper surface is of gold, 
richly ornamented with a design in 
filigree of Norwegian’ workmanship. 
The rear sunface is of ‘bronze, and the 
two are bound together with a_ thin 
silver wire. Apart from a magaificent 
golden spur found years ago on the 
Christiania Fjord, this buckle consti- 
tutes the finest example of gold- 
smith’s work of the Viking age which 
Norway possesses.

GOOD FAITH AND THE 
PAYMENT OF DEBTS 


In these hard times one of the most 
common complaints one hears from 
business men is that they find it im- 
possible to collect the debts) due to 
them. The complaint is general in 
all kinds of business. It is an indi- 
cation that trade is bad, but it indi- 
‘cates more than that. It goes to 
show that as between man and man 
ithe standard of good faith is low. 
If this matter is analysed closely, it 
will become apparent that in many 
cases the non-payments of debts is 
little if at all better than sheer dis- 
honesty. If it were possible to ob- 
tain reliable information and statis- 
tics on this subject, {t would prob- 
ably be found that only in a few cases 
did the debtors at the time of in- 
curring their debts frankly warn 
their creditors that there was any 
doubt about iheir being able to pay 
the debt when it became due. Further, 
it is to be feared that ‘there are not 
many debtors who even in their own 
minds give very much thought to the 
question of their ability ‘to pay their 
debts promptly. If the average trades- 
men or doctor or lawyer, who is now 
carrying on his books large numbers 
of overdue debts, were to make a list 
of those debtors who came to him of 
their own accord at the due date and 
explained or regretted their inability 
to pay, it is to be feared that the 
number would be few in comparison 
with the total list of debts. Yet it 
is in reality merely common simple 
honesty to pay debts when they are 
due, not to incur debts unless there 
is a reasonable prospect of paying 
them when due, or at least, if it is im- 
possible so to pay them, to explain 
that {inability to the creditor. The 
man who gets goods from his grocer. 
or services from his doctor or lawyer, 
is under a clear, unmistakeable obli- 
gation of honour, if he fails to pay for 
them at the proper time, to explain 
that failure. If he cannot or does not 
s0 explain, he has no ground ~what- 
ever for complaint if he is regarded 
as something very like a swindler. 
Yet there can hardly be a single per- 
son in business on any considerable 
scale, who has not met men and wom- 
en quite prepared tobe deeply insult- 
ed if they are asked to pay their 
debts promptly. and ready to take 
refuge behind that very dubious 
piece of legislation, The Exemptions 
Ordinance, or if they do pay, do so 
with the worst grace, and with some- 
thine not far short of threats of ven- 
veance on those who have compelled 
them to hehave like ordinary gentle- 
men. 

It is extraordinary how people can 
deceive themssives or what excuses 
they can put forward for the non- 
payment of debts. “The gonds they 
got were not of the proper quality. 


The land has become valueless since 
they bought it. The doctor's fees are 
wickedly high. They will pay when 
they are ready.” Every such excuse 
ignores the main fact that they should 
not (and as a rule need not) have in- 
curred the debt at all unless they 
were willing and able to pay it when 
it became due. “We must live,” they 
say, and comfortably ignore the fact 
that the creditor may have difficulty in 
I'ving unless paid,, and also the fact 
that to live at the expense of some- 
one else may be im accordance with 
the law of the jungle, but has Hittle 
ground for approval in any known 
moral law. 

‘Every: lawyer knows that the pres- 
ent state of the Iaw amongst us great- 
ly favours the fraudulent debtor, that 
the Exemptions Ordinance is con- 
stantly used as a cover to fraud, that 
wives find themselves officially claim- 
ing ownership of all kinds of proper- 
ty, the use and disposal of which at 
other times on their own initiative 
would cause at least surprise not to 
say indignant wrath on the part of 
their husbands, that agreements for 
the sate of land are more honoured 
in the breach than the observance 
and that the courts seem to regard a 
rigid insistence on the terms of such 
agreements as not much better than 
Shylock’s notorious demand for his 
pound of flesh. Dishonoured cheques 
and unpaid notes are far too common 
in association with a pretentiqn to a 
prominent place in the community. 

These things ought not to be so. 
The promise made, the agreement 
signed, the obligation incurred, should 
‘be carried out to the letter, and any 
failure should be regarded with the 
utmost repugnance and shrinking, not 
with the easy indifference which is all 
too common. It is simple hypocrisy 
to fill our magazines and newspapers 
with clamorous cries as to the bad 
faith of our political leaders if we 
ignore the simple dictates of good 
faith in our dealings with one an- 
other. Good faith in private life is 
the only sure foundation for good 
faith in public life, and the ‘essence 
of good faith is the prompt discharge 
of our every obligation. 


THE GERMAN ELECTIONS 


The result of the German general 
elections has been a victory for the 
middle parties, and a defeat for the 
monarchist and militarist Reaction- 
aries on one side, and the Commun. 
ists on the other. The election was 
an extremely critical one, not .nly fo" 
Germany but for Europe and the 
world. If the Reactionaries had won, 
the prospect was one of immediate 
and almost open defiance of the 
Allies, particularly France, and te 
pudiation of the Treaty cf Versailles. 
If the Communists had won, the re- 
sult would have heen something like 
chaos and civil war in Germany 
with an alliance between German 
Communists aud Russian Bo'shevists 
for an attack on Europe As it fs, 
the middle panties have gained a 
victory, not crushing indeed, but suffi- 
cient, especially in view of the un- 
likelihood that two such hostile par- 
ties as the Reactionaries and _ the 
Communists will be able to work to- 
gether against the Government form- 
ed from the Middle Parties. Of 
course, the defeated parties may 
either of them or both resort to 
violence instead of constitutional 
methods to gain their ends, but for 
the moment that does not appear to 
be expected. 


Thus there is a.chance that the 


Dawes scheme for German repara- 
tions may be given’ at Jeast a trial. 
It is not that the Middle Parties in 
Germany are any more anxious than 
the other parties to acknowledge 
Germany’s guilt and to pay repara- 
tions. It is simply that they recog- 
nise the logic of facts and prefer to 
make an effort at peaceful agreement 
with Germany’s former enemies rath- 
er than take the desperate risks of 
plunging Germany and Hurope again 
into anarchy and war. 

If the Dawes plan gets a chance, It 
follows that Europe and the world 
may gradually.settle down. If France 
is satisfied that the German Govern- 
ment is trying to carry out the Dawes 
plam honestly, France in her. turn 
may de disposed to adopt a more 
conciliatory attitude and the relations 
between the two nations may slowly 
improve, though their centuries-old 
hostility is hardly likely to vanish 
quickly. The Ditter lessons of war 
may have been burnt in on the 
hearts of the two nations sufficiently 
to make them prefer ar agreement of 
some sort to perpetual seeking after 
one another’s total humiliation. Then 
all Europe may feel the change of at- 
mosphere. International security may 
increase and with it international 
credit and world trade in general may 
improve. 

It fg far too soom to count confi- 
dently on anything lke thfs happen- 
ing, but the election at Jeast shows 
that the German people are not in 
clined to be swept off their feat by 
wild appeals to the spirit of revenge, 
and if they can maintain this sensible 
attitude and curb their extremists on 
both sides, there may yet be hope 
for the emergence of 2a Germany 
chastened by well-deserved suffering, 
and willing to play a friendly rather 
than a hostile part among the great 
nations of the world. 
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WHAT IS A LIBERAL? 


A newspaper office tends to be a 
place where those with time to spare 
drop in to talk about anything that 
occurs to them. The other day two of 
our citizens met in this office, the one 
being a keen and prominent member 
of the local Liberal party, the other 
being more or less indifferent to 
politics The latter happened to 
have heard a rumour that the former 
is to be the Liberal candidate at the 
next provincial election—we may say 
that we ourselves 'think he would 
make quite as good a candidate ~ as 
the Liberals of this district can find. 
The disinterested citizen in discuss- 
ing the rumor with the politically- 
minded gentleman, happened to ask 
him just what is the difference be- 
tween a Liberal and a Conservative 
in provincial politics. This appeared 
to be a very difficult question to 
answer. 

The worthy Liberal at first suggest- 
ed that the difference Iies in the fact 
that the Liberals have a policy and 
the Conservatives have none, but he 
was answered by the fact of the re- 
cent Conservative re-organization with 
Mr. Blair at the head of the party. 
Then it was suggested that because 
there is only one Conservative in the 
present Legislature, the party could 
never have a seconder for any motion 
they wished to make, but this sugges- 
tion was ruled out as irrelevant and 
merely in the nature of abuse. Next 
came a somewhat vague statement 
that the difference was a thing of 
atmosphere, a thing which could be 
felt but not defined. The innocent 
enquirer met this nebulous definition 
by asking how it could possibly help 
him to decide how to vote at the 
next election. He also said that an- 
other of his friends had defined a 
Liberal as one of the best people, but 
that this definition had been rejected 
as savouring of feminine snobbery. 

Tt really seemed very difficult for 
the champion of Liberalism to put 
forward any clear definition at all of 
his political creed. Words gushed 
from him as from a fountain—he is by 
no means Jacking in fluency, this po- 
tential bearer of the Liberal standard 
—but beyond a general indication that 
Conservatives, or Tories as he called 
them, were Teally not quite nice 
people to know, it was impossible to 
get hold of any central principle in- 
spiring his eloquence. Yet he seemed 
quite sincere, not without intelli- 
gence, and free from all intention of 
rudeness to people like ourselves who 
have been wandering in the stony 
deserts of Toryism, as he would put 
it, for most of our lives. 

We fear that the seeker after know: 
ledge was, neither enlightened nor im- 
pressed by what he heard. As far as 
we could gather, he seemed to be left 
with a sort of saddened conviction 
that a Liberal was merely a_ self: 
satisfied dog in the manger intent on 
securing for himself and his friends 
power and the financial fruits of 
power without much regard/for either 
policy or principles. Under such cir- 
cumstances the name “Liberal” seem- 
ed to him imappropriate. 

Perhaps some of the more subtle 
minded Liberals can devise a better 
definition of the cause than our re- 
cent caller, unless indeed the dread- 
ful truth {s that Liberalism cannot be 
defined because of having ceased to 
be anything but an empty wor, “Vox 
et praeterea nihil” as it were. That 
would be indeed grievous.

RAILWAY POLICY 


It was announced in the Alberta 
Legislature ‘towardg the close of the 
late session that there is to be no 
expenditure om provincial lines this 
year. The government is negotiating 
with the National Railways Admf{nis- 


, tration as to the taking over of some .

of these dines, and does not think it 
admissible to proceed with construc- 
tion till thése negotiations are ended. 
That is quite a sensible policy, and 
little fault will ‘be found with it ex- 
cept perhaps by those districts urgent- 
ly in need of improved railway com- 
munications with the least possible 
delay. 

In the Dominion Parliament ‘there 
seems to be some doubt as to whether 
tha Government’s programme of 
branch Mnes will be passed by the 
Senate. The Toronto “Globe” sug- 
gests that there is something in 
the nature of a comcerted plan be- 
tween the Conservative party and 
financial interests in’ Montreal to in- 
terfere with the policy of the National 
Railways administration im order to 
discredit the whole system of govern- 
ment of the Hines and sohelpitowards 
the handing over of ithe National 
Railways to private ownership again, 
presumably at a low figure. It has 
been said, though not by the “Globe,” 
that there exists in Eastern Canada a 
financial syndicate which is ready to 
take over the National Railways just 
as soon ag they have become an in- 
tolerable burden on the people of 
Canada. If that is true, it is easy to 
understand that such interests do not 
want tto see the National Railways 
prosper. 

The suggestion of the Liberal 
“Globe” is that the Conservatives are 
willing to support the Montreal inter- 
ests in their attack on the Nationa! 
Railways in return for political sup- 
port in the Province of Quebec, and 
in. Montreal in particular. We sin- 
cerely hope that the “Globe's? sugges- 
tion {s entirely inaccurate. A ceal 
of that kind has an unpleasant 
savour about it. It smacks of politic- 
al corruption. The Conservative Par- 
ty had much better leave Quebec 
alone than get its support on ary 
such terms. The Quebec which was 
mainly neutral in the great war, is 
more stited to be the ally and the 
ruin of the Liberal party than of the 
Conservatives. We think that Mr. 
Meighen has announced that his 
party will support the National Rail- 
ways branch line programme if it 1s 
assured that that programme is ap- 
proved by Sir Henry Thornton and is 
not merely of the vote buying order. 
That is the correct policy for the 
Conservatives to follow. Give Sir 
Henry Thornton full support on the 
merits and have nothing to do with 
dubious deals with Quebec or veiled 
bribery of the electors by unsound 
railway construction programmes,

“THE BEAVER’S 


- WATERPROOF COAT 


L. B. Eubanks. 


We do not wonder much at the 
fact that fish can stand it to be wet 
all the time; they are strictly aquatic 
creatures. But how about those ani- 
mals that are organized for a dry- 
land existence, yet spend a large part 
of.their time in water? How do the 
polar bear, the mink, muskrat, otter 
and beaver manage to keep the in- 
ternal organism dry and warm 
enough to prevent fatal chilling? 

Nature takes care of these  prob- 
lems in various ways. Perhaps the 
most interesting thing of its kind— 
pasitively astonishing, if you have 
no knowledge of it—is the water- 
proofing methods of beavers. Every- 
one is more or less familiar with the 
“houses” and dam-building activities 
of the beaver, and we know he is in 
the water a great deal indeed. The 
reason he does not suffer is found in 
the nature of his coat and his method 
of oiling it. His fur is of two kinds— 
long, coarse, reddish-brown hair out- 
side and underneath an inner fur of 
soft gray. 

The inner fur provides warmth, and 
is kept dry by application of oil to the 
outer fur. Let me tell you, in the 
words of Raymond Thompson, how 
this oiling is done. The front feet of 
the beaver are much like human 
hands, having long slender fingers. 
The nails are long and slightly cury- 
ed, to aid the animal im digging and 
in handling the trees, mud and ston- 
es which he uses in his work. The 
hind feet, on the other hand, are very 
large and strong and are fully webbed 
for swimming. The nails on the hind 
toes are rather short and stubby, in 
comparison to those of the fore feet, 
as they are not used for any especial 
purpose. The beaver’s hind foot has 
five toes. On the next to the outside 
toe the nail is split or divided, and at 
the first consideration one would 
naturally suppose this to be a freak. 
However, this split toe-nail really ex- 
plains the animal’s waterproofing pro- 
cess. Connecting with this opening 
at the toe-nail are tiny ducts which 
lead from the oil sacs. In water- 
proofing his coat the beaver simply 
combs his fur with his hind feet, this 
action causing the oil to flow from 
the sacs to the opening at the split 
nail. Mr. Thompson says that when 
he ‘was first told this, by an old woods- 
man, he regarded it as a joke. But 
afterward he took every opportunity 
to watch, and, like others, found the 
statement to be absolutely true. 


LAMARTINE’S 
LAST SHOT 


The following story, told ‘by Lamar- 
tine himself, the famous French poet 
and statesman, we came across in a 
recent issue of La Protection des 
Animaux, published in Marseilles. It 
is so beautiful and touching we want 
all our. readers to see it:— 

One day a roe deer, innocent and 
happy. bounded with joy out among 
the wild thyme damp with dew. The 
mechanical instinct of habit triumph- 
ed over a nature repugnant to this 
murder. A shot was fired. The deer 
fell, its shoulder broken by a ball. I 
approached, pale and trembling. The 
poor and charming animal looked at 
me, its head lying on the sod, with 
eyes wet with tears. I shall never 
forget that look to which grief and 
astonishment seemed to give human 
depths of sentiment as intelligent as 
words. 

That look said to me clearly, with 
a heart-rending reproach at my 
gratuitous cruelty, ““‘Whoare you? I 
have never injured you. Perhaps I 
could have loved you. Why have you 
struck me down? Why have you rob- 
bed me of my part of the sky, of light, 
of air, of youth, of joy, of life? What 
of my mother, my brothers, my little 
ones, who will await me in the 
thicket, and who will see only these 
tufts of my hair scattered ‘by your 
shot and these drops of blood upon 
the bushes? Is there not above an 
Avenger for me and a Judge for you? 
Yet, though I accuse you, I pardon 
you. There is no anger in my eyes, 
so is my nature gentle even against 
my assassin. There is only astonish- 
ment, sadness, tears.” 

This literally is what the look of the 
wounded deer said to me. I under- 
stood and, I accused myself as if he 
had spoken wtih a voice. “Finish 
me,” he seemed to say to me by the 
pleading of his eyes, and by the 
trembling of his limbs. I would have 
healed him at any price, ‘but I took 
up my gun, through pity this time, 
and, turning my head, ended his 
agony with a second shot. 

I flung then the gun far from me 
with horror, and this time, I confess, 
JT wept. My dog himself seemed 
«rieved. He did not smell the blood; 
He did not stir the muzzle of the dea: 
body. He lay down beside me, sad. 
All three of us remained there in 
silence, as on the threshold of death 
itself. 

From that day T have never killed 
any more. I renounced forever that 
brutal pleasure of murder, that cruel 
despotism of the hunter which takes 
away without necessity, without right, 
without pity, the life of beings which 
he can never give back. I swore 
never to cut short by caprice one 
hour of sunlight from those denizens 
of the woods or from those hirds of 
the sky whieh taste with us the joys 
of life’s short day.

ALBERTA LIQUOR 
CONTROL AGT TO 
BE GIVEN EFFECT 


Transition from State of Total Pro- 
hibition to Government Control 
Now 


PERMITS ON SALE. 
AT VENDORS’ STORES 


Edmonton, May 10.—The Alberta 
Liquor Act was proclaimed today in 
the official Gazette and became law. 
Under its provisions, government 
lUquor stores will be opened on Mon- 
day morning in Calgary and Edmonton 
and aj] other points throughout tthe 
province a8 soon as arrangements.can 
be made and delivery of beer from 
the breweries to permit holders will 
become legal. 


Edmonton, May 10.—The Alberta 
Liquor Act goes into effect today. 
Liquor Commissioner R. J. Dinning 
last night announced that arrange- 
ments have been completed for the 
opening of vendors’ stores at Bdmon- 
ton and Calgary, and it is the inten- 
tion that these stores for the time 
being shalt handle the entire trade. 
Other stores are being opened in the 
larger towns and cities throughout 
the province. 

“The liquor can be purchased direct 
from the vendors’ stores in the two 
cities,” Commissioner Dinning stated 
in the official announcement. 

To Fill Mail Orders 

Arrangements have also been made 
to fill mail orders. Before liquor can 
be purchased it will be necessary for 
intending purchasers to obtain per- 
mits which will be issued by vendors 
at Edmonton, Calgary, Camrose, Banff, 
Blairmore, Coronation, Drumheller, 
Edson, Grande Prairie, Lethbridge, 
Macleod, Medicine Hat, Peace River, 
Pincher Creek, Red Deer, Stettler, 
Taber, Vegreville, Wainwright and 
Wetaskiwin. 

“Liquor stores will be opened at 
all of these points, according to 
present arrangements, 

Individual Permits 


“Applications for liquor penmits 
can be made by mail or in person to 
the vendors at the different points. 
Only indiidvual permits will be is- 
sued, and no person will be given 
permits-unless twenty-one years of 
ace,.and who has resided in the 
province at least cne month prior to 
making application.” 

There are four regular 
permits, as follows: 

General permit, entitling holder to 
purchase spirits, wines, beer and 
malt liquor, $2. 

-For beer only, $1. 

For Temporary Residents 

For applicants who are temporary 
residents in the province, entitling 
them to purchase spirits, wine, beer 
or malt liquor for one month, $1. 

For single purchase of ‘beer, wines,
